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THE CURRENT BUSINESS SITUATION IN CANADA 
SUMMARY 


Recession was shown in most lines of business activity during September compared with 
the preceding month, according to the Monthly Review published by the Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics. The decline in general production during September was accentuated by the occur- 
rence of five Sundays in a 30-day month, while August was a 31-day month with four Sundays. 
Newsprint was a bright spot in the economic situation, the monthly output at 227,665 tons in 
September being only exceeeded twice before in the history of the industry. The iron and steel 
industry showed recession, one blast furnace at Sault Ste. Marie being closed down during 
September. The output of automobiles showed further decline in September and imports 
of rubber and petroleum were in lesser volume. The movement of revenue freight showed 
curtailment owing mainly to the slow demand for Canadian grain in European markets. 
Carloadings at 335,000 cars, after adjustment for seasonal tendencies, were less than in August. 


’ The Bureau’s index of the physical volume of business was 171-7 in September compared with 


188-6 in the preceding month. The number employed in Canadian industries on October 1 
was less than on September 1, the official index being 125-6 compared with 126-8, although 
a slight increase is normally shown during September. 

Long-term interest rates remained high during the month. Speculative stocks declined 
between the first and last weeks of September, though the general average was at a higher level 
than in August. In recent weeks, the decline has been continued though interrupted by 
recurrent rallies. 


Agricultual Production and Marketings 

Lack of rain adversely affected agricultural operations during the season of 1929, forecasts 
of yields indicating that considerable reduction was experienced in most crops compared with 
1928. A marked decline was shown in the yield of grain, especially wheat, oats and barley. 
Root and fodder crops were also affected by lack of moisture, potatoes and hay crops being con- 
siderably less productive. The unfavourable position in regard to yields will be offset to a cer- 
tain extent by quality and higher prices. 

The receipts of wheat at the head of the Lakes and Pacific coast ports were 32,591,000 
bushels in September, a decline of 22 p.c. from the total of last year. The exports, including 
flour, amounted to 9,600,000 bushels only. The visible supply at the end of the month was 
increased to 177,000,000 bushels compared with 102,500,000 bushels at the beginning of the 
month. The visible supply on September 30 last year was 95,400,000 bushels. 

The 1929 wheat production in 30 countries was reported at 2,865,246,000 bushels compared 
with 3,245,881,000 bushels in the same countries in 1928. Weather in Argentina was still too 
dry for favourable growth of the wheat crop. The official estimate of the wheat area was 
19,486,000 acres. 


Economic Changes 

The chart appearing on the fourth page presents the trend of three representative factors 
from 1919 to the present time. The curve depicting the movement of common stocks is based 
on the general index number shown since June, 1927, to the present time, in the second division 
of Table 12 on page 23. In the long cycle since 1924, an upward swing is apparent, broken by 
teactions in the second quarters of 1928 and 1929. The recovery from June to September of 
the present year was one of the striking features of the economic situation. 

The broken line represents the trend of industrial production based on the index in the 
first column of the second division of Table 2 on page 10. The three months’ moving average

of the index was computed for smoothing purposes. As the index is a weighted average of the 
sub-indexes of forestry, mining, manufacturing and construction, the curve presents a good 
representation of industrial fluctuation in units of physical volume during the last ten years. 
The high point of the period of observation was reached in the first half of the present year. 
Recent months have shown considerable recession. Long-term interest rates depicted by the 
light line are based on average yields on Ontario Government bonds shown in Table 12 on page 
23. A low point in recent years was reached in the early part of 1928. Since that time long- 
term interest rates, aside from minor interruptions, have been advancing rapidly. 

Chart 2 on page 9 presents nine indexes of physical volume given in tabular form in 
Table 2 on page 10. An advancing long-term trend from 1924 to the present time is apparent 
in most of these indexes, while a minor recession in recent months is fairly general. 

The index of manufacturing production in Canada, with several of the constituent indexes, 
is presented in chart No. 3 drawn specially for the present issue. The expansion from 1921 to 
the present time is graphically shown by the curve of the general index. The contribution of 
the production of newsprint, pig iron and steel to Canadian industrial progress is presented in 
the lower sections of the chart. The growth of the automobile industry, in spite of frequent 
fluctuations was also a factor. 

The price trend of variable dividend common stocks listed on the Canadian exchanges is 
shown in Chart 4. While the pulp and paper and textile groups are depressed below the levels 
at the beginning of 1928, the majority of the curves indicate considerable advance during the 
last four years. 


Construction 


The cumulative total of construction contracts awarded in the first nine months was 
$441,600,000, representing an increase of 18 p.c. over the same period of the preceding year. 
Augmented by a second large contract for a portion of the Beauharnois canal and power develop- 
ment at $10,000,000, the total last month was greater than for any previous September. After 
seasonal adjustment, a decline of 13 p.c. was shown from the level of August last. 

Building permits granted in 61 cities during September totalled $17,108,000, compared with 
$21,560,000 in the preceding month. After seasonal adjustment, the decrease from August was 
20 p.c. The permits granted in Nova Scotia, Quebec and British Columbia showed an increase 
but the heavier declines in the remaining provinces more than counterbalanced these gains. 
The comparison with September, 1928, was also unfavourable. 


Railways 

Revenue carloadings from the beginning of the year to October 5 numbered 2,739,000, a 
gain of 19,700 cars over the same period of 1928. In the same comparison, loadings in the 
eastern division gained 80,800 cars, while the western division showed a decline of 61,000 cars. 
Among the chief commodities of the railway traffic classification, declines were shown in Cana- 
dian loadings of grain, live stock and pulpwood. Other classes listed, except lumber, were 
handled in greater volume. After adjustment for seasonal tendencies, carloadings in September 
at 335,338 cars showed a decline of 11-5 p.c. compared with August last. The gross operating 
revenue of the Canadian Pacific Railway was $18,986,000 compared with $20,803,000 in the 
same month of last year, while the Canadian National Railway, exclusive of Eastern lines, 
reported a gross revenue of $19,758,000 compared with $21,398,000 in September, 1928. The 
Eastern lines of the Canadian National at $1,846,000 showed a gain of 20-5 p.c. The total for 
the two railways was $40,590,000 compared with $43,700,000 in the same month of last year. 


Wholesale Prices 


The index of commodity prices at wholesale indicated moderate recession in the general 
price level during September, the decline being to 97-3 from 98-1 in the preceding month. 
Owing partly to weak demand in overseas markets, wheat quotations averaged lower in the 
last two weeks of September. Oats and flax were higher, while barley and rye showed recession. 

Prices for raw rubber averaged slightly lower. Owing to shortage of rain in Cuba, sugar 
quotations were somewhat higher. 
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A downward trend was apparent in prices of live stock and meat, though toward the end of 
September hog runs were establishing low records for the year and prices showed some disposition 
to firmness. Hides, in general, were higher in price, and boots and shoes showed advancing 
quotations, though leather remained unchanged. Moderate advance was shown in raw cotton 
prices, owing to deterioration in the crop during September. Copper and lead averaged higher 
in September, while recessions occurred in tin and zinc spelter. 


FINANCE 
Banking 

Compared with the standing at the end of July, demand deposits showed a considerable 
decline on Aug. 31. Notice deposits, on the other hand, were somewhat higher, though the 
sum of the two classes of deposits was about $20,000,000 less at the end of August. 

Current loans in Canada, representing mainly accommodation for commercial and indus- 
trial purposes, showed a large increase in August. The gain during the month is normally very 
slight, so that the increase of $19,600,000 this year is an indication of the growing demand for 
credit. Though the gain in internal call loans was of a seasonal nature, previous records were 
exceeded, the account reaching the highest point in the history of Canadian banking. The gain 
in current loans during August being considerably greater than the increase in notice deposits, 
the excess of this class of deposits over current loans was further reduced. The ratio of current 
loans to notice deposits was 92-3 p.c. at the end of August, compared with 91-4 p.c. on July 31. 
The surplus of notice deposits over current loans was $113,200,000 compared with $126,400,000 
at the end of July. 

Owing to the gain in call loans in Canada and the drop in demand deposits, the ratio of 
Canadian loans to Canadian deposits at the end of August showed a further increase, now stand- 
ing at the highest point in several years. 

The decline in investment holdings during August was partly seasonal in character, but 
the further decline after the marked drop of the preceding month leaves the account at the 
lowest level for some time. Call loans in New York showed moderate increase, partly counter- 
balancing the considerable decline in July. 

Comparing the principal banking accounts on August 31 with the same date last year, the 
striking feature was the increase of $179,000,000 in current loans. The increase in Canadian 
call loans was $23,000,000, while call loans abroad were nearly $5,000,000 lower. The three 
classes of investment holdings showed important declines. Government securities were nearly 
$9,000,000 less, while public securities and railway securities were down $23,600,000 and nearly 
$6,000,000, respectively . 

The downward trend of notice deposits shown by the drop of $22,800,000 in the 12-month 
period, has been attributed to the direct placing of funds in the call loan markets and to wide- 
spread participation in speculative activities. High call loan rates, especially at New York, 
tend to attract funds receiving the comparatively low rates accorded to depositors. Demand 
deposits were $6,000,000 greater in the 12-month interval, and the note circulation was up 
$13,600,000. 


Speculation 

The price level of Canadian variable dividend securities was higher in the first week of 
September than at any other time. The index for 117 common stocks was 235-4 in the week 
iended September 5. In following weeks recession was apparent, a considerable drop being shown 
n the week ended October 3. The index in the latter week was 227-7, a decline of 3-5 p.c. 
from the first week of September. The index of 92 industrials showed a drop of 13 points to 
298 at the end of the period undre review. The eight groups of the industrial classification, 
with the exception of the 5 milling stocks, showed general decline in the interval. The iron and 
steel group dropped 33-6 points, the oils 20-3 points and the pulp and paper group 14-2 points. 
Declines in the various classes of utilities and in companies operating in external countries were 
more moderate, the index of six external utility stocks showing a gain of 8-6 points to 253-2. 

Notwithstanding the reactionary tendency shown by the weekly indexes during September, 
the general average for the month was higher than for August. 

The traders’ index of 25 best selling industrial and public utility common stocks was 1,256+2 
ijn the week ended October 3, compared with 1,234-8 in the week of September 5. Twenty-two 
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preferred stocks declined slightly, being 105-1 in Septembe~, compared with 105-6 in August. 
The stocks showing a recession were Moore Pref. A, Canadian Car 7 p.c. cum., Dominion Tex- 
tile and Ogilvie. Mining stocks showed a sharp decline in September, the average for the 
month being 104-8 compared with 114-9 in August. The 11 gold and 4 silver stocks averaged 
lower than in any month during the period of observation, while the index of the two copper- 
gold stocks showed a decline of nearly 9 points. 

The yield on Ontario.Government bonds was higher again in September, averaging 5-00 
p.c., compared with 4-90 p.c. in August. The index of long-term interest rates was 104-4, 
compared with 102-3 in the preceding month. 


CONDITIONS IN THE UNITED STATES 

Production 

Moderate recession was carried farther in September, general business activity declining 
gradually but steadily throughout the third quarter of the year. The building industry received 
a considerably smaller amount of new business than in August or in September of last year. 
Pig iron production showed a decline in September, while unfilled orders of the United States 
Steel Corporation were greater, reversing the trend of the four previous months. Railway 
traffic continued heavy and orders for rails and equipment were in good value. Production of 
automobiles showed a decline in excess of the normal seasonal recession. In September many 
favourable features developed in the oil industry, crude petroleum production showing a down- 
ward trend. Reduction was effected in Oklahoma and West Texas by agreement among the 
producers, and no increase was shown in California. Owing to the over-production of the last 
few years, the reduction in September is regarded as a favourable development. 


Finance 

The stock market showed a decline in the latter half of September, a severe reaction occur- 
ting on October 3. Much of the decline was offset by gains in the early weeks of October. 
Offerings of new securities during the first nine months were $9,074,500,000, the September total 
at $1,000,000,000 being the second highest on record. The advance of the London bank rates 
from 5} to 63 on September 26 was one of the reactionary factors of the month. Brokers’ loans 
decreased $91,000,000 during the week ended October 9, a decline which came after seven 


successive weekly increases that carried the total $852,000,000 above the level of the middle of 


August. : 
CONDITIONS IN GREAT BRITAIN 


The outstanding feature in the current situation in Great Britain is the increase in the bank 
rate from 5} to 6} p.c. on September 26. This necessarily restricts the volume of new orders 
and commitments and will thus affect unfavourably the employment situation. It is significant 
that the necessity of the increase has been recognized by Philip Snowden, Chancellor of the 
Exchequer in the present Labour administration, as “the only means we have to restore un- 
fayourable exchanges and to regulate the basis of credit.’’ The average rate of interest on 
three months’ Treasury Bills offered on October 4 was £6 : 5: 1.17. 

According to the Economist, the total issues of new capital in London in the first nine 
months of 1929 have aggregated £193,057,700, as compared with £290,685,200 in the same 
period of 1928. The decrease, however, is accounted for to the extent of over £84,000,000 by 
the decline in British Government issues, which have been negligible in the present year. New 
capital to the amount of £56,305,300 was invested within the Empire as against £52,141,800 in 
the same period of last year. On the other hand, new investments in foreign countries were 
only £20,064,200 this year as compared with £26,896,000. 

Prices are on the decline, the Economist’s index number for September being only 91-8, 
43 compared with 100, the 1927 average. 

The unemployed on September 30 numbered 1,181,900, an increase of 18,960 on the week, 
but 154,000 lower than the figure at the end of September, 1928.

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STATISTIQUE COURANTE DES AFFAIRES AU CANADA 
RESUME 


L’activité commerciale semble s’étre ralentie dans presque toutes les branches en septembre, 
d’aprés la Statistique Mensuelle de la Situation Economique publiée par le Bureau Fédéral de la 
Statistique. La récession générale de la production en septembre a été accentuée par le fait 
que le mois, tout en n’ayant que 30 jours, a compté 5 dimanches, tandis qu’aofit, avec ses 31 jours, 
n’a eu que 4 dimanches. Le papier 4 journal a été le point le plus brillant du mois avec une 
production de 227,665 tonnes, production mensuelle qui n’a été dépassée que deux fois dans 
Vhistoire de cette industrie canadienne. L’industrie du fer et de !’acier a aussi ralenti, un haut 
fourneau de Sault Ste-Marie ayant éteint ses feux au cours de septembre. La production 
d’automobiles a continué de décliner en septembre, et les importations de caoutchouc et de 
pétrole ont été plus faibles en volume. Les transports commerciaux des chemins de fer donnent 
aussi une récession & la suite du manque de demande pour le grain canadien sur les marchés 
d’Europe. Aprés rajustement pour variations saisonniéres, les chargements de wagons, au 
nombre de 335,000, donnent une diminution sur aodt. L’indice du volume physique tenu par 
le Bureau, donne 191-7 en septembre comparativement & 188-6 le mois précédent. Le nombre 
d’employés dans les industries canadiennes, le ler octobre, était moins grand que le ler septembre, 
l’indice officiel étant 4 125-6 comparativement 4 126-8, bien que septembre donne normalement 
une légére augmentation dans l’emploiement. 

Le loyer de l’argent 4 long terme est resté haut au cours du mois. Les titres spéculatifs 
ont fiéchi entre la premiére et la derniére semaines de septembre, bien que la moyenne générale 
ait été plus forte que celle d’aofit. La tendance A la baisse de la cote a été continue en ces der- 
niéres semaines, bien qu’interrompue par quelques reprises. 


Production et marché agricoles 

Le manque de pluie a grandement affecté les opérations agricoles au cours de la saison 1929 
et les estimations de production indiquent une réduction considérable dans la plupart des récoltes 
comparativement 4 1928. II y a un déclin prononcé dans les récoltes de céréales, principalement 
de blé, d’avoine et d’orge. Les racines et les cultures fourragéres ont aussi été affectées par le 
manque de pluie et les pommes de terre et le foin ont donné beaucoup moins. La position 
défavorable créée par une réduction de production sera cependant jusqu’A un certain point 
contrebalancée par la qualité des produits.et l’avance des prix. 

Les arrivages de blé a la téte des lacs et aux ports de la cdte du Pacifique ont été en septembre 
de 32,591,000 boisseaux, une diminution de 22 p.c. sur le total de l’an dernier. Les exportations, 
y compris la farine, ne donnent que 9,600,000 boisseaux. L’approvisionnement visible 4 la fin 
du mois était rendu 4 177,000,000 de boisseaux comparativement 4 102,500,000 boisseaux au 
commencement du mois. Le 30 septembre de I’an dernier ces stocks étaient de 95,400,000 
boisseaux. 

La production de blé dans 30 pays est estimée 4 2,865,246,000 boisseaux comparativement 
& 3,245,881,000 boisseaux dans les mémes pays en 1928. La température de |’Argentine est 
trop séche pour un bon développement des cultures de blé. L’estimation officielle de 1l’étendue 
en blé est de 19,486,000 acres. 


Changements économiques 

Le graphique paraissant en page 4 montre les tendances de trois facteurs représentatifs de 
1919 jusqu’A date. La courbe du mouvement des prix des titres d’actions ordinaires est basée 
sur le nombre-indice général depuis juin 1927 jusqu’A date, paraissant dans le deuxiéme division 
du tableau 12, page 23. Dans le long cycle 1924-1929, une tendance & Ja haussee st visible, 
n’étant brisée que par les réactions des deuxiémes trimestres de 1928 et 1929. La reprise de 
juin 4 septembre de I’année courante est un des traits frappants de la situation économique. 

La ligne brisée représente la tendance de la production industrielle basée sur |’indice de la 
premiére colonne de la deuxiéme division du tableau 2 en page 10. On a calculé une moyenne 
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trimestrielle de mouvement afin d’éliminer les fluctuations trop violentes. Comme l’indice 
est une moyenne pondérée des sous-indices des foréts, des mines, des manufactures et de la 
construction, la courbe donne une bonne représentation des fluctuations industrielles en unités 
de volume physique au cours des derniers dix ans. Le sommet de la période sous observation 
a été touché dans le premier semestre d2 l’année courante. Les derniers mois ont vu une récession 
considérable. Les taux d’intérét 4 long terme représentés par la ligne fine sont basés sur les 
rendements moyens des obligations du gouvernement de |’Ontario tels que montrés dans le 
tableau 12 dela page 23. Le plus bas niveau des derniéres années a été touché au commencement 
de 1928. Depuis ce temps-les taux de l’argent 4 long terme, sauf de bréves interruptions, ont 
avancé rapidement. 

Le graphique 2 de la page 9 montre neuf indices de volume physique présentés dans le tableau 
2 de la page 10. On y constate que la plupart de ces indices font voir une tendance a l’avance 
des taux 4 long terme depuis 1924, tandis que les derniers mois accusent une faible récession. 

L’indice de la production manufacturiére au Canada, avec plusieurs des indices qui [e com- ° 
posent, apparaft dans le graphique N° 3 dessiné spécialement pour la présente livraison. 
Vexpansion depuis 1921 jusqu’a date est illustrée par la courbe de l’indice général. La contri- 
bution du papier 4 journal, du fer en gueuse et de l’acier, au progrés industriel du Canada est 
illustrée dans la section inférieure du graphique. Les progrés de l’industrie automobile, en dépit 
de plusieurs fluctuations, sont aussi un facteur. 

La tendance de la cote des actions ordinaires & dividende variable inscrites aux bourses 
canadiennes est illustrée dans le graphique 4. Bien que les groupes de la pulpe et du papier et 
celui des textiles soient inférieurs 4 leur niveau du commencement de 1928, la majorité des courbes 
indique une avance considérable au cours des quatre derniéres années. 


Construction 

Le total cumulatif des contrats de construction donnés dans les premiers neuf mois de l’année 
courante est de $441,600,000, ce qui représente une augmentation de 18 p.c. sur la méme période 
de l’année précédente. Comme le chiffre du dernier mois s’est trouvé augmenté par un deuxiéme 
gros contrat pour une partie du canal de Beauharnois 4 $10,000,000,000, il se trouve & dépasser 
celui de tout autre mois de septembre antérieur. Aprés rajustement saisonnier, il y a un déclin 
de 13 p.c. comparativement au niveau d’aott dernier. 

Les permis de construction pris dans 61 cités au cours de septembre donnent un total de 
$17,108,000 comparativement 4 $21,560,000 le mois précédent. Aprés rajustement saisonnier, 
la diminution sur aofit est de 20 p.c. Les permis pris en Nouvelle-Ecosse, Québec et Colombie 
Britannique montrent une augmentation qui est plus que contrebalancée par les forts reculs 
dans les autres provinces. La comparaison avec septenbre 1928 est aussi défavorable. 


Chemins de fer 

Les transports commerciaux des chemins de fer depuis le commencement de ]’année jusqu’au 
5 octobre donnent 2,739,000 chargements de wagons, un gain de 19,700 wagons sur la période 
correspondante de 1928. Dans la méme comparaison, les chargements de la division de 1’est 
donnent une augmentation de 80,800 wagons, tandis que la division de l’ouest montre une 
diminution dé 61,000 wagons. Parmi les principales marchandises suivant la classification des 
chemins de fer, des déclins sont constatés dans le grain, le bétail et le bois & pulpe. Les autres 
classes, excepté le bois d’ceuvre, montrent des augmentations de volume. Aprés rajustement 
pour tendances saisonniéres, les chargements de wagons en septembre, au nombre de 335,338 
wagons, montrent un déclin de 11-5 p.c. comparativement 4 aofit dernier. Le revenu brut de 
lexploitation du Canadien Pacifique est de $18,986,000 comparativement a $20,803,000 le méme 
mois de |’an dernier, tandis que le Canadien National, exclusion faite de lignes de l’est, déclare 
un revenu brut de $19,758,000 comparativement & $21,398,000 en septembre 1928. Les lignes 
de ’est du Canadien National, avec un chiffre de $1,846,000, donnent un gain de 20-5 p.c. Le 
total des recettes des deux chemins de fer est de $40,590,000 comparativement 4 $43,700,000 
pour le mois correspondant de |’an dernier. 


Prix de gros 

L’indice des prix de gros indique une récession modérée dans le niveau général en septembre, 
de 98-1 4 97-3. La cote du blé a été en moyenne plus basse dans la premiére quinzaine de 
septembre & la suite d’une demande plus faible des marchés d’outre-mer. L’avoine et la graine 
de lin ont été plus hautes, tandis que l’orge et le seigle ont fiéchi. 
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Les prix du caoutchouc brut ont été un peu plus bas. Vu le manque de pluie dans I’fle 
de Cuba, la cote du sucre a été un peu plus forte. 

La tendance des prix du bétail et de la viande a été A la baisse, bien que vers la fin de 
septembre, le pore qui avait atteint son plus bas niveau de l’année, sembl4t montrer une 
disposition 4 se raffermir. Les peaux, en général, ont été plus fortes et la chaussure a montré 
des dispositions 4 monter bien que le cuir ait resté inchangé. Des avances modérées sont 
constatées dans le coton brut vu la détérioration de la récolte au cours de septembre. Le cuivre 
et le plomb ont été en moyenne plus forts en septembre, tandis ah y a eu des récessions dang 
l’étain et le zinc. 

FINANCE 
Affaires bancaires 

Comparativement 4 |’état de la fin de juillet, les dépé6ts &4 demande montraient un déclin 
considérable le 31 aofit. D’autre part, les dépéts & terme étaient un peu plus forts, bien que la 

‘somme des deux classes de dépéts fit d’environ $20,000,000 plus faible A la fin d’aoit. 

Les préts courants au Canada, représentant principalement |’accommodation pour fins 
commerciales et industrielles, montrent une grosse augmentation en aofit. Le gain au cours 
de ce mois est généralement trés faible, de sorte que l’augmentation cette année de $19,600,000 
est une indication d’tne demande croissante pour crédit. Bien que cette augmentation en 
demande domestique pour préts & vue soit de nature saisonniére, les records antérieurs ont été 
dépassés, ce compte atteignant son niveau le plus élevé dans Il’histoire des banques canadiennes. 
L’augmentation des préts courants en aotit est de beaucoup supérieure A l’augmentation dans les 
dépéts & terme et l’excédent de cette classe de dépéts sur les préts courants a été encore réduit. 
La proportion des préts courants aux dépéts 4 terme était de 92-3 p.c. a la fin d’ao(it, compara- 
tivement & 91-4 p.c. le 31 juillet. Le surplus des dépéts & terme sur les préts courants A la fin 
de juillet était de $113,200,000 comparativement A $126,400,000 a la fin de juillet. 

En face d’une augmentation des préts 4 vue au Canada et d’une diminution des dépéts & 
demande, la proportion des préts canadiens aux dépéts canadiens & la fin d’aodt donne une autre 
augmentation et se trouve actuellement 4 son point le plus élevé depuis plusieurs années. 

La diminution des valeurs en portefeuille au cours d’aodt a été partiellement de caractére 
saisonnier, mais une continuation de la récession du mois précédent laisse ce compartiment 
& son plus bas niveau depuis un certain temps. Les préts & vue & New York montrent une 
augmentation modérée contrebalangant en partie le fiéchissement considérable de juillet. 

La comparaison de ]’état des banques le 31 aofit 1929 avec celui de la date correspondante 
de 1928 montre comme changement frappant l’augmentation de $179,000,000 dans les préts 
courants. L’augmentation dans les préts & demande au Canada est de $23,000,000, tandis 
que les préts 4 demande en dehors du pays ont baissé de $5,000,000. Les trois classes de valeurs 
en portefeuille donnent des déclins importants. Les titres du gouvernement ont diminué de prés 
de $9,000,000, tandis que les titres de valeurs publiques et les titres de chemin de fer ont diminué 
de $23,600,000 et de $6,000,000, respectivement. 

La tendance A la baisse des dépéts 4 terme, telle qu’indiquée par une diminution de 
$22,800,000 dans la période de 12 mois, a été attribuée au placement direct de°fonds sur les 
marchés de l’argent 4 vue et A une participation beaucoup plus générale aux opérations de 
spéculation. Le loyer élevé de l’argent 4 vue, principalement 4 New York, tend A attirer les 
fonds dont les déposants recoivent des intéréts comparativement faibles. Les dépéts 4 demande’ 
ont été de $6,000,000 plus élevés au cours des douze mois et les billets en circulation ont augmenté 
de $13,600,000. 


Spéculation 

La cote des titres canadiens 4 dividende variable a été plus forte dans la premiére semaine 
de septembre qu’ tout autre temps. L’indice de 117 titres d’actions ordinaires était 4 235-4 
la semaine terminée le 5 septembre. Une récession a été visible les semaines suivantes, la baisse 
étant considérable la semaine terminée le 3 octobre. L’indice de cette derniére semaine était de 
227-7, un recul de 3-5 p.c. depuis la premiére semaine de septembre. L’indice de 92 titres 
industriels montre une baisse de 13 points & 298 A la fin de la période sous revue. Les huit 
groupes de la classification industrielle, & l’exception des 5 titres de minoterie, accusent un 
déclin général. Le groupe de fer et acier a baissé de 33-6 points, celui du pétrole 20-3 points 


et celui de pulpe et papier, 14-2 points. Les reculs dans les différentes classes d’utilités publiques 


et de compagnies opérant a l’étranger ont été plus modérés, l’indice de six titres d’utilités opérant 
& l’étranger accusant une vance de 8-6 points 4 253-2. 
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Malgré la tendance réactionnaire montrée par les indices hebdomadaires de septembre, 
la moyenne générale a été plus élevée qu’en aoit. 

L’indice du spéculateur composé de 25 titres industriels et d’utilités publiques les plus 
actifs était & 1,256-2 dans la semaine terminée le 3 octobre, comparativement A 1,234-8 dans la 
semaine du 5 septembre. Trente-deux titres d’actions privilégiées ont un peu fiéchi étant a 
105-1 en septembre, comparativement & 105-6 en aodt. Les titres montrant un recul étaient 
Moore Pref. A, Canadian Car de 7 p.c. cumalatif, Dominion Textile et Ogilvie. Les titres 
miniers ont fait un recul violent en septembre, la moyenne du mois étant de 104-8 comparative- 
ment 4114-9en aodt. Les 11 titres de mine d’or et 4 de mine d’argent ont 6té en moyenne plus 
bas qu’en tout autre mois de la période sous observation, tandis que l’indice de deux titres canis 
donnent un recul de prés de 9 points. 

Le rendement des obligations du gouvernement d’Ontario a été encore plus levé en 
septembre, donnant une moyenne de 5-00 p.c. ocmparativement 4 4-90 p.c. en aofit. L’indice 
du loyer de l’argent A long terme était 4 104-4 comparativement & 102-3 le mois précédent. 


Production LA SITUATION AUX ETAT-UNIS 


La récession modérée s’est continuée en septembre, |’activité commerciale générale déclinan t 
graduellement et sans interruption pendant le troisiéme trimestre. L’industrie du batiment 
a pris beaucoup moins d’affaires nouvelles qu’en aotit ou en septembre de I’an dernier. La 
production de fer en gueuse a aussi diminué en septembre, tandis que le carnet des commandes 
aremplir de la United States Steel Corporation était plus lourd, renversant la tendance des quatre 
mois précédents. Le trafic des chemins de fer a continué lourd et les commandes pour rails et 
matériel roulant ont été d’un bon volume. La production d’automobiles a montré un déclin 
qui dépasse la récession normale de la saison. Septembre a vu plusieurs traits favorables se 
développer dans |’industrie des huiles, la production de pétrole brut tendant 4 diminuer. Ilya 
eu réduction dans |’Oklahoma et l’ouest du Texas, aprés entente parmi les producteurs, et il 
n’y a pas eu augmentation en Californie. Vu la surproduction des quelques derniéres années, 
la réduction notéé en septembre est considérée comme un développement favorable. 

Finance 

La cote de la bourse accuse un déclin dans la deuxiéme quinzaine de septembre, avec une 
baisse sérieuse le 3 octobre. Une grande partie de cette baisse a été contrebalancée par les gains 
des premiéres semaines d’octobre. Les nouveaux titres inscrits au cours des neuf premiers mois 
sont au chiffre de $9,074,500,000, le total de septembre & $1,000,000,000 étant le deuxiéme plus 
@evé dans les annales. L’avance des taux d’escompte de la banque de Londres de 5} & 64 le 
26 septembre a été un des facteurs réactionnaires du mois. Les avances aux courtiers ont diminué 
de $91,000,000 au cours de la semaine terminée le 9 octobre, une diminution qui est venue aprés 
plusieurs augmentations hebdomadaires successives qui avaient porté le total & $852,000,000 
au-dessus du niveau de la mi-aodt. 

LA SITUATION EN GRANDE-BRETAGNE 

Le trait caractéristique de la situation courante en Grande-Bretagne se trouve dans la hausse 
des taux d’eseompte de la Banque d’Angleterre de 5} 4 6} p.c. le 26 septembre. Ceci restrzint 
naturellement le volume des nouvelles commandes et des engagements et aura un effet défavo- 
rable sur la situation de l’emploiement. II est significatif que la nécessité de cette avance des 
taux ait été reconnue par Philip Snowden, Chancellier de l’Echiquier dans la présente adminis- 
tration travailliste, comme le seul moyen de restaurer des échanges défavorables et de régulariser 
la base du crédit. La moyenne d’intérét sur les bons du trésor offerts le 27 septembre était de £6-2. 

D’aprés |’“‘Economist”, des émissions de nouvelles valeurs sur la place de-Londres dans 
les premiers neuf mois de 1929 se chiffrent A £193,057,700 comparativement & £290,685,200 
dans la méme période de 1928. Cependant cette diminution est en certaine partie couverte par 
un recul de plus de £84,000,000 dans les émissions du gouvernement britannique qui ont été 
négligeables cette année. £56,305,300 de nouveau capital ont été engagés dans l’Empire au 
lieu de £52,141,800 dans la méme période de l’an dernier. D’un autre cété, les engagements 
nouveaux dans les pays étrangers n’atteignent que £20,064,200 cette année comparativement 
& £26,896,000 l’an dernier. 

_ Les prix sont a la baisse, le nombre-indice de |’““Economist’’ pour septembre étant  seule- 
ment 91-8 comparativement 4 100, moyenne de 1927. 

Le 30 septembre, le nombre de sans-travail était de 1,181,000, une augmentation de 18,960
